We have been fpending.a great Deal of 
Time in propofing Terms to our felves, 
what ought or ought not to be demanded 
of the King of France; one argues for this, 
and another for that 3to day the pi 
the Monarchy of Spain, to morrow a go 
Barrier for the Dutch; another time de- 
molifhing Duxkirk, again renouncing the 
Pretender. Ard now, Gentlemen, when 
you come to examine the Preliminaries, 
you fee all you thought of granted, and 
more than you could think of—Aclear Te+ 
Atimony, that Frante is as eff: tually reduc’d, 
-as any of us has ever pretended to. 

But afcer you are all filent as to Propo- 
fals, and the World feems aftonifh’d at the 
‘mighty Preliminaries And af con- 
fidering that we are cold, the Confede- 
rates fhall make their farther Demands at 
the general Treaty. Pray, will you give 
me leave to ftart fone Objegtions, or ra- 
ther (ime Propofitions, in order to make 
that general Treaty, yet more capable of 
perfecting the Felicity of Zurope sand my 
Propoficions re(peét two Generals only,that 
ds, I fhall confine them to two Heeads;

they have had fome Opportunities to fettle, — 
and I doubt, if a Peace come, they will — 
not eafily recover; yet wheneverthey fink, —
